cENETS OF THE HINDU RELIGIOUS SECTS. 


In perusing the accounts of Hindu My- 
thology contaimed in Missionary and oth- 
er narratives, | have often heard persons 
express a wish for such brief general 
classification as would enable the ordinary 
reader to thread the mazes of this intri 
eate labyrinth, and to refer each individ- 
ial circumstance to its preper place in 
the vast system of Indian superstition.— 
Many persons are scarcely aware that 
there is a regular system, so that, weari- 
ed and perturbed amidst the endless mul- 
tiplicity of idols, they relinquish every 
attempt to understand the subject. But 
to my own mind I must confess the concat- 
enation of Hindu superstition—-its digest 
ed compact form—has always appeared 
of great importance to be considered in 
estimating the effects of missionary exer- 
tions. A principal difficulty in diffusing 
Christian knowledge among the natives 
of India is, that they are not the subjects 
of mere casual superstition, but of asys- 
tem, ancient as their earliest traditions, 
embodied in their public and private cer- 
emonies, co-extensive with all their bab- 
its, and mixing with the whole cast and 
colour of their minds. Of the general 
nature of this vast system of mental and 
moral imposition, | have lately met with 
t brief but perspicuous account, in a pa- 
per inthe first volume of the transac- 
tions of the ‘* Bowbay Literary Society,” 
from which I shall transeribe the follow- 
ng interesting statements, for the infor- 
mation of sach of your readers as have 
not an opportunity to stady larger works 
nm the subject 

[tis well known that all India, from 
the earliest been divided a- 
mong three grand sects: the Brahmini- 
eal. Bouddhist, and Jaina—all of them 
litfering in their tenets and ceremonies. 

‘The question regarding the relative 
intiquity of these diflerent sects 1s one 
‘hietly of curiosity. The Brahminical 
seems to establish the best claim to be 
considered as the most ancient. 
these sects, with many fenets in common, 
have also opinions that separate them 
widely from each other. ‘The Brahmint- 
cal religion, in its secret and esoteric doc- 
trines, approaches nearly to pure Deism ; 
but the popular faith is extremely differ 
ent. The learned Brahmins adore one 
God without form or equality, eternal, 
unchangeable, and occupying all space ; 
but they carefully confine these doctrines 
to their own schools, as dangerous, and 
teach in public a religion in which, in 
supposed compliance with the infirmities 
and passions of human nature, the Deity 
is brought more to a level with our preju 
dices and wants, the incomprehensible 
attributes assigned to him are invested in 
sensible and eyen in human forms. The 
mind—-lost in meditation on the Divine 


times, has 


nature, and fatigued in the pursuit of 


something which, being divested of all 
sensible qualities, suffers the thoughts to 
wander withoat finding a resting place— 
is happy, they tell us, in the room of this 
unknowable and incomprehensible Being, 
to have an object on which human feel- 
ings and human senses may again find re- 
pose. ‘To give a metaphysical deity to 
ignorant and sensual men, absorbed in the 
cares of supporting animal existence, and 
entangled in the impediments of matter, 
would be to condemn them to Atheism.— 
Such is the mode in which the Brahmins 
excuse the gross idolatry of their reli- 
gion. Their mythology is a strange com- 
pound of popular stories ; in the greater 
part of which a divine being assumes a 
human form, and lives among men. The 
great supreme being, Brimb, remains in 
holy obscurity ; and mythology is never 
Mlowed to profane his name, which is al- 


‘and is never worshipped. 


All of 


ways kept free from fictions. Three en- 


| ergies, however, the creative, the pre- 


serving, and destroying, are embodied un- 
der the names of Bramha, Vishnu, and 
Shiva; to each of whom a female or pas- 
sive energy is given; these have all hu- 
man forms, diversified in various ways, 
by an active imagination ; and as the two 
latter are supposed to have descended 
many times, to have been incarnated on 
earth at different ages and in various 
shapes, each different incarnation or ava. 
tar furnishes a different deity, to whom 
worship is addressed. Bramha alone of 
the three, has no variety of sncarnations, 
Some of the 
avatar are supposed to have been incar- 
nations of the god; others are only con- 
sidered as incarnations of a portion of his 
divinity. 

‘* Besides these three great gods, how- 
ever there is a great crowd of minor dei- 
ties. The wind, the sea, the elements, 
have their gods ; the sun, moon, and stars, 
every river and fonntain, is either a det- 
ty, or has a deity to preside over it ; noth 
ing is done but by or through agod. The 
greater gods have besides a numerous 
class of dependants and servants ; and hu- 
man passion being once bestowed on the 
deities, heaven has its physician, its poet, 
and its dancing girls as well as the earth. 

‘‘In this great crowd of deities, there 
is nO man, however capricious or humble, 
that may not find some divinity or portion 
of the divinity, suited to bis humour or 
self-humiliation. If aman find some dif- 
ficulty in approaching Ram, that god’s 
monkey-servant, Hanumant, may how- 
ever claim his worship. A little red 
paint thrown ona stone or the stump of 
a tree converts it into a god, and all the 
lower classes that pass, fall down and 
worship. 

‘© And it deserves notice, that even in 
this apparent degradation of human intel- 
lect, if you ask one of the lowest of these 
unfortunate beings how many gods there 
are, you will be immediately answered, 
One God only ; and will, I think, discev- 
er, that though they pay religious adora- 
tion to stocks and stones, from some su- 
perstitious belief that a portion of divinity 
resides in them, they never confound 
these subordinate objects of worship with 
the one great God, the supposed Creator 
and Preserver of the universe, but whom 
they consider as too mighty for them to 
venture to approach. 

‘“When the Brahmins are taxed with 
idolatry, they always excuse themselves, 
as has been already remarked, by alleg 
ing the necessity of making an impression 
on rude minds by means of some intelli 
gible symbols, on which the ignorant may 
fix their thoughts, and to which they may 
look for reward or punishment. 

* Asin many of their incarnations the 
gods are supposed to have appeared with 
several heads, with the heads of animals, 
with anumber of hands, and other singu- 
larities ; their images in the temples cor- 
rectly represent all these peculiarities. 

‘All Brahminical excavations that | 
have observed are flat-roofed within : and 
mostof them incline toa square, though 
they frequently have an oblong figure. 

‘* The religion of the Bouddhists dif- 
fers very greatly from that of the Brah- 
mious ; asin the latter, God is introduced 
every where, in the former he is intro- 
ducedno where. The gods of the Brah- 
mins pervade and animate all nature ; the 
god of the Bouddhists like the god of the 
E.picureans, remains in repose, quite un- 
concerned about human affairs, and there- 
fore is not the object of worship. With 
them there is no intelligent Divine Be- 
ing, who judges of human actions as good 
or bad, and rewards or punishes them as 
such ; this, indeed, is practically the same 
as having no God. Good and ill, accord 
ing to their creed, are, however, suppo- 
sed to spring invariably trom virtue and 
vice ;. there being, as they believe, an in- 
separable and necessary connexion be- 
tween virtue and prosperity, vice and 
misfortune. Yet, as the mind of man 
must have some object of confidence on 
which to rest its hopes, and to which to 
direct its supplication and prayer, they 
teach. that from time to time men of sur- 
passing piety aod self-denial have appear- 
ed on the earth, and from their sin- 
gular worth have after death been trans- 
ferred to a state of superior bliss: 
which state, however, they say that we 
cao only intimate by describing it as an ab- 
sence of all pain, as we can only define 
health as an absence of all disease.— 
These saints or prophets, after reforming 
the world in their life-time, and by their 
superior sanctity attaining the power of 
performing miracles, are still imagined af- 
ter death to have certain powers of influ- 
encing us. It is these men, transferred 
by death to bliss, who are the object of 


Bouddhist worship. This worship as- 
sumes diflerenté forms in different coun- 
tries, and is by some supposed to be more 
widely diffused than any other religion. In 
Siam itis chiefly paid to Godoma or Som- 
mona Codom ; but it is worthy of remark 
that wherever this form of religion pre- 
vails in its original state, the relics of 
these holy men or saints, are the object of 
worship. The largest'temples are often 
in the form ofa pyramid, or of the section 
ofa globe ; and are supposed to contain a 
tooth, or other relic of the saint. The 
forms of these holy places have been 
adopted from the custom prevalent in 
these countries, of depositing the ashes of 
the deceased under a pyramid of globular 
mound ; the pyramids are often of great 
size; and on their summmits are umbrel- 
las, which are frequently adorned with 
bells ; sometimes this pyramid is gilded 
over. Other temples of nearly similar 
construction, but hollow within, contain 
images to which adoration is directed. 
The images of these saints have different 
attitudes, sometimes sitting cross-legged in 
a meditative posture, sometimes standing 
upright. 

‘*As all the ideas of this religion re- 
late to men, and as no incarnations or 
transformations of superior beings are re- 
corded, it is obvious that in their temples, 
we can expect to find no unnatural ima- 
ges, no figures compounded of man and 
beast, no monsters with many hands or 
many heads. 

‘“ As the priests and scholars of the 
Bonddhists live in a sort of collegiate es- 
tablishment near some great temples, we 
shall find a multitade of such cells around 
the excevation in their cave temples ; and 
whilst all such cells are flat-roofed, the 
great temple is supported on two rows of 
pillars with aisles, and is uniformly vault- 
ed and oblong. 

* Thethird sect that is prevalent in 
India is that of the Jainas. These bear a 
very great resemblence to the Boudd- 
hists in their religious doctrines: they 
believe there is a God, but affirm that he 
can be known only by such as become ab- 
sorbed in his essence ; that therefore a 
person knowing God ceases to possess 
identity, that hence it is absurd for a hu- 
man being to pretend to know him ; the 


moment you discover him the identity | 


ceases. They deny that God was ever 
incarnated! and, like the Bouddhists, be- 
lieve that men by their virtuous conduct 
become omniscient, and may thus be con- 
sidered as infallible. ‘They hold that since 
the beginning of time only twenty-four 
such superior beings have appeared for 
the reformation of mankind ; these they 
stylethe Tirthankar. ‘Their priests, the 
Jatis, not only never put any thing to 
death, but never eat any thing which has 
had life. The Jainas resemble the Hin- 
dus in having casts, which the Bouddhists 
have not. In the Mysur and the south of 
India the Jaizas admit also certain of the 
Hindu deities into the courts of their tem- 
ples ; which is never done, as far as | can 
learn, either in Bombay, the Mabratta 
country, Guzerat, or Marward, in all of 
which places there are numbers of Jainas. 

‘‘In all the Jaina temples, therefore, 
such images as are peculiar to the Jaina 
worship are human, and distinguished on- 
ly by symbols. The whole twenty-four 
holy saints are usually represented in one 
piece, and no worship is paid to their rel- 
ics, nor are they placed under pyramids. 
There are, however, many sects of Jai- 
nas, some professing to adhere strictly to 
the doctrines of one saint of the Tirthan- 
kar, others to those of another. I am 
not aware that any Jaina caverns have 
ever been discovered.”’ 

Such is the theoretical nature of that 
widely spread superstition, the effects of 
which are seenin the cegraded character, 
the impure and sanguinary rites, the 
infanticide, the immolation of widows, and 
and other barbarous customs of the natives 
of India.I should do injustice to your read- 
ers, and unnecessarily occupy your pages, 
were | to dwell on the corollaries whicn 
naturally present themselves from every 
view ofthissubject. It is surely enough 
to have exhibited this deplorable modifi- 
cation of Satan’s extensive empire, in or- 
der to excite the pity and awaken the 
zealous energies of all those who wish 
well to their fellow-creatures, and are 
anxious for the time when the kingdoms 
of this world, now so peculiarly under 
the power of the great enemy of Heaven 
and man, shall become the kingdoms of 
our God and of his Christ.

MR. ZADIS’S ADDRESS. 
At the late Anniversary of the American Jews 
Society in the City of New York. 

This day the Anniversary of a Society 
so benevolent in its nature, and so per- 
severing in its efforts for the salvation of 
my brethren in the flesh, is too remarka- 
ble, and too instructing to me, to be past 
without expressing to you the feelings 
with which my mind is affected. But 
before I come to that purpose, | beg you 
to exercise some patience towards the im- 
perfection with which I may do it, having 
been only a few months in your blessed 
country and of course not perfectly ac- 
quainted with your language. 

I proceed witha short sketch of my 
past life and the methods used by the 
| Lord to shew me my sinfulness, and to 
teach me what I must do to be saved. 

Early was divine grace favourable to 
me. When I had attained such an age as 
to be able to learn the elementary knowl- 
edge needed in common life, was brought 
according to the will of my parents, into a 
Christian boarding-school, under the care 
of a venerable gentleman : and although it 
was not the object of this man to convert 
his Jewish pupils frdm Judaism to Cheis- 
tianity, yet it was a custom in that School, 
that every pupil should read in the morn- 
ing both in the Old and New Testaments ; 
and this exercise was always accompan- 
ied with his instructive exhortation. 

This religious instruction, however, 
not known by my father, had produced in 
me already an aversion towards learning 
Hebrew, in which I;had a Jewish teacher, 
and though my father was informed of my 
idleness, being his favourite, | was always 
pardoned, and finally received the per- 
mission to intermit this study until I 
should leave that School. The Christian 
instraction which I then enjoyed, was the 
| fundamental reason of all my future ac- 
‘tions. It producedin me the knowledge 
ofthe unhappy and ruined state of my 
soul, and however I was clothed before 
men, with innocence, I still was chargea- 
| ble with human depravity. 

Though the consciousness of it was 
|deeply implanted in my mind, I had not 
then received strength to follow this way 
of salvation ; and when my father per- 
ceived this change of opinion, he placed 
me in a counting-house, thinking that 
another kind of business would destroy 
these ideas. But it wasin vain, where 
the Lord by his holy word, produced 
an effect, no human power is able to re- 
sist. He showed me the way to happiness 
and heaven. 
| | passed six years in these circumstan- 
ces, in which I used my leisure in com- 
| paring the Old and New Testaments. tf 
found that Jehovah had sent the glad ti- 
| dings of salvation to all mankind ; that he 
had already fulfilled the promises of the 
_Messias, who was offered to his ancient 
people, and being rejected by them, was 
received bytheheathen. More and more 
grows in me the resolution to embrace 
openly the offers of salvation. But how

Translation of a letter, written by Moung 
ely to Rev, Dr. Baldwin. 


Moung Shwa-Ba, an inhabitant of Rangoon, 
a town of Burmah, one who adheres lo the 
religion of Christ, and has been baptized, 
who medilates on the mmeasurable, incalcu- 
lahle nature of the divine splendour and glo-

DOMESTIC MISSIONS. 


At the meeting of the Charleston Bap- |

Violent temper of an Ecclesiasttc. 

On the 14th Jan. 1823, Messrs. Fisk 
and King visited the Roman Catholic con- 
vent of Terra Santa, at Alexandria, in 
Egypt.

COL. ISAAC HAYNE.—After the city 


Lord Cornwallis, his lordship issued a 
| proclamation, requiring of the inhabitants 
of the colony, that they should no longer 
take part inthe contest, but continue 
peaceably at their homes, and they should 
be most sacredly protected in property 
and person. This was accompanied with 
an instrument of neutrality, which soon 
obtained the signatures of many thousands 
of the citizens of South Carolino, among 
whom was Col. Hayne, who pow conceiv- 
ed that he was entitled to peace and secu- 
rity for his family and fortune. But it 
was not long before Cornwallis put a new 
construction on the instrument of neutral- 
ity denominating it a bond of allegiance to 
the King, and called upon all who signed 
itto take up arms against the Jebels! 
threatening to treat as deserters those who 
refused !—This fraudulent proceeding in 
Lord Cornwallis roused the indignation of 
every honourable and honest man. Col. 
Hayne now being compelled in violation 
of the most solemn compact, to take up 
arms, resolved that the invaders of his 
native country should be the objects ofhis 
vengeance. He withdrew from the Bri- 
tish, and was invested with a command in 
the continental service ; but it was soon 
his hard fortune to be captured by the 
‘enemy and carried to Charleston. Lord 
|Rawdon, the commandant, immediately 
‘ordered him to be loaded with irons, and 
after a sort of mock trial, he was senten

1821.—This year the Rev. Messrs. 
Johnson, Compere, Dossey and Kenning- 
ton, itinerated in the service of the Board. 
By the report of Mr, Compere, it ap 
pears that he found religion at a low ebb, 
and that there was much need of Mis- 
sionary labour. He observes that the im- 
portant and interesting duty of prayer ts 
too much neglected, even by those who 
profess the religion of Christ. 

1822.—This year Rev. Mr. Ellis itin- 
erated in the service of the Board. His 
labours, like those of the former Mission- 
aries, were excessive and constant. [lis 
reports to the Board were highly satistac- 
tory. He says, in regard to the destitute 
condition of the churches where he la- 
boured, “ It would be tedious for me to 
attempt to enumerate the many vacancies 
for the want of preaching.” According 
to the reports of all our Missionaries 
there are very many places, almost or en- 
tirely destitute of the preaching of the 
gospel. This fact shonld call forth the 
energies of those who have the prosperi- 
ty of Zion at heart, to make their utmost 
efforts to spread the gospel among those 
who are destitute of it. How long shall 
the ways of Zion mourn! and the cause 
of God languish ? 

1823.—This year Rev. Messrs. Ellis 
and Missildiue itinerated. The latter du- 
ring the whole year. The report of both 
concur in this, that the churches are ina 
deplorable state. ‘‘ The importance,”’ 
eays Brother Missildine, ‘‘ of increasing 
exertion to supply the state of South- 
Carolina with the labours of Domestic 
Missionaries, has been deeply and forcibly 
impressed on his mind. The churches 
he has visited being generally in a cold, 
languishing, and distressed situation : too 
evidently wanting in vital, practical god- 
liness.”” 

The same report states, that there is a 
great deficiency in duty in many places, 
especially, in giving religious instruction 
to children.

‘and Sumter. It has been his constant 
endeavour to preach the gospel publicly, 
‘and from house to house at every oppor- 
‘tunity. He has found the state of reli- 
gious feeling, in some places, cold and lan 
| guishing: but in others, he has been much 
encouraged, by the devout attention of the 
| people, and the increasing exertion to en- 
joyasettled ministry, to promote the in- 
crease of Sunday Schools, and other 
means of grace. 

“In the town of Beaufort there was 

much excitement. Barnwell District is 
generally destitute and languishing, ex- 
| ceptin the neighbourhood of Black Swamp 
Church, where aconsiderable revival has 
taken place. 
| “At Laurens Court House there is a 


high degree of attention. Many appear

He interrupted us, and demanded why we 
preached so to him. We replied, ** Be- 
cause we cannot but feel that you have 
perverted the Holy Scriptures, and ta 
ken instead of them the traditions of men. 
We are acquainted with many of your 
church, and find that your influence is not 
good ; and we know that you must stand 
before God, and give account "  Atthis, 
which we uttered as mildly as we could, 
he assumed the appearance of a madaan 
and walked hastily across the room, say 
ing, ** We are the true church. We are 
illuminated by the Holy Ghost. - ean 
teach you,--and not youme.”’ We then 
asked himif he was not sensible that he 
did not exhibit the meek and humble spiral 
of Jesus Christ.

As 
he said this he stamped violently on the 
floor, and then pomted to the door, and 
suid, ‘You had better go."’

We are Cath- 
oles, and know the truth. You have 
more need to pray for yourselves.” Find 
ing all attempts (o obtain a calm discussion 
vain, we left the unhappy man in the 
midst of his rage, grieved that any one 
who could manifest such a spirit should 
ever be called a minister of the Prince 
of Peace. The monks who stood by 
seemed to feel a little ashamed, that their 
curate should manifest such a temper, 
and bowed to us respectfully as we came 
away.
